Ike And French

Talbott Says 


$400 Million Saving 
Expected Without 
Harming Security 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 16 OFU-AIr 
Force S ecretary T albott announced 
today th at production will be can­ 
celed on several thousands of je t 
and other aircraft eng ines with an 
estim ated saving of 400 to 500 m il­ 
lion dollars. 
’The canceled eng ines, he said, 
are “ all spares or extra s.” 
T albott and S ecretary of Defens« 
Wilson both em phasized a t a news 
conference th at the cancellations 
will "not affect the production of 
one sing le plane” in the planned 
buildup of the Air Force to 143 
wing s by mid-1955, 
A wing vane s in size from 30 
bom bers to 75 fig hters. 
Talbott said the num ber of can­ 
celed eng ines m ig ht run as hig h 
as 6,000. 


Eng ines Last Long er 


Wilson 
and 
Talbott 
explained 
that the eng ines are no long er 
needed for two m ain reasons: 
1. J e t eng ines now la st m uch 
long er between overhauls—the re­ 
sult of "accum ulated know-how” 
jin operation, im proved desig n and 
increased m aintenance capability. 
2. Attrition rales have fallen off. 
For one thing , the K orean arm ­ 
istice has m arked the end of planes 
lost in com bat.

T rue, wonder drugs have taken 
Home of the fright out of m any 
child ren ’s diseases. But the B ureau 
repo rt said accidents continue to 
be a m ajor cause for anxiety. 


Right now, it said, m ore chil­ 
d ren a rc bi'irig killed by accidents', 
than die of all the infectious dis­ 
eases of childhood put together. 
T hese include influenza, pneum o­ 
nia, polio, tuberculosis, rheum atic: 
fever, 
m easles, 
diphtheria 
and 
whooping cough. 
The trouble starts im m ediately. 
During ttie first y ear of b a b y ’s 
life, the report said, the chief ac­ 
cident danger is the “ inhalation or 
Inge.stion of ob jects.’’ Freely tra n s­ 
lated, that m eans baby picks up 
som ething and either sticks it up 
his nose or down his throiit. 
Then, between the ages of one 
end four, he can run around and 
show m ore versatility in w hat he 
picks up. Such as ixjison. 
But at alm ost all ages, the No. 1 
Villain in accidental deaths is the 
sam e: the automobile. 
The infant is its victim , and so is

child.

himself, the ra te jum ps up start- 
lingly. More children ranging from 
15 to 19 die fM-cause of m otor v e­ 
hicles than from all other acci­ 
dental causes combined 
Statistic*

On the basis of d ata from 1949, 
the latest y e a r available, the sta ­ 
tics .show that over a 10 y e a r span 
the rate of d eath s from accident 
has been cut only 16 per cent.

tistics

what 
parents have 
known ajl along: that a child is a 
constant worry from the time he i. 
born. 
True, wonder drugs have taken 
tom e of the fright out of many 
children’s diseases. But the Bureau 
report said accidents continue to 
be a major cause for anxiety. 


Right now. 
it said, more chil­ 
dren are being killed by accidents 
than die of all the infectious dis­ 
eases of childhood 
put together. 
These include influenza, pneumo­ 
nia, polio, tuberculosis, rheum atic 
fever, 
measles, 
diphtheria 
and 
whooping cough. 


The trouble starts immediately. 
During the first year of baby's 
life, the report said, the chief ac­ 
cident danger is the "inhalation or 
ingestion of objects." Freely trans­ 
lated, that means baby picks up 
something and either sticks it up 
his nose or down his throat. 


Then, between the ages of one 
find four, he can run around and 
show more versatility in what he 
picks up. Such as poison.

On the b»«is of data from 1949, 
the latest year available, the sta­ 
tics show that over a IO year span 
the rate of deaths from accidents 
has been cut only 16 per rent. At 
the same time. the rate from all 
other causes was cut 49 per cent.

a lot of answers, other than to sug­ 
gest that parents use every pus- 
i.ble precaution. 
But it does say:

Hurricane Season 


The U. S. Weather Bureau has a ladylike name 
fo r 
the 
current 
N o r t h 
Atlantic 
hurricane — 
Hurricane Edna. 
The bureau this year is naming 
hurricanes alphabetically after women. 
Hurricane 
Doily blew out to sea last week without touching the 
Florida mainland. The most destructive of the year's 
storms so far has been Hurricane Carol, which dis­ 
appeared on September 8, after battering the Furness 
liner Queen of Bermuda in the Atlantic, causing the 
death of a crew member, grounding two freighters, 
and creating crop damage in New England estimated 
at $1 million. 
A hurricane is defined by the Weather Bureau as 
*'a cyclonic storm of the Tropics.” Typhoons, tropical 
cyclones, hurricanes— all are vast whirlwinds of extra­ 
ordinary violence, and all belong to the same family. 
The West Indian hurricanes which seasonally menace 
the North Atlantic coast originate over water areas 
not far from the Equator, where the air is warm and 
moist. Air begins to move in a circular fashion around 
n center of lowest pressure. Winds often reach speeds 
upwards of IOO miles an hour, but the forward motion 
of the whole system is rarely more than 40 miles an 
hour. 
Tornadoes 
accompany 
hurricanes 
observed 
in 
Florida, near the advance edge of hurricanes moving 
northward and the right edge of hurricanes moving 
westward. Like a hurricane, a tornado is made up of 
swiftly rotating winds But a hurricane covers a much 
wider area—usually IOO to 200 miles across. Cyclones 
resemble tornadoes, but are milder. 
The government has maintained a hurricane warn­ 
ing .system since 1873. Little can be done to save crops 
and permanent structures in the path of a hurricane. 
Warehouses, dodos, piers, dwellings and commercial 
buildings, communications lines, highways and bridges, 
railroads are always vulnerable. But in recent years 
a great saving of life has resulted from the evacuation 
of large populations from coastal areas threatened by 
such disturbances. 
The Weather Bureau, using aircraft and radar, 
collects reports of hurricanes, issues forecasts and 
warnings. A special hurricane teletype circuit connects 
all city and airport bureau offices on the Gulf and 
South Atlantic coasts from Brownsville to charleston. 
And a private circuit connects Boston, W allington, 
and Miami. 
Tornadoes like those which swept parts of the 
country in spring and early summer are not so 
limited in area as are hurricanes. 
But experiences 
with the hurricane warning system may point the way 
toward similar achievement in protection 
against 
tornadoes. 
A tornado is usually less than a mile wide; Its 
average length is 16 miles. Every state in the Union 
has been struck by tornadoes—though Nevada has had 
only one in 70 years. The country averages 149 tor­ 
nadoes a year, with an average toll, annually, of 127 
lives. Tornadoes are most likely to occur in May, but 
th e y h av e been recorded in every month, the fewest 
In D ecem ber. 
Hadar networks and other mechanical devices for 
tracking and warning against tornadoes have been 
advocated by Capt. H. T. Orville, a retired U. S. Navy 
weather expert, and Dr. H L. Jones of Oklahoma A. 
and M. College. A nationwide tornado warning system, 
according to Dr Jones, might require 50 to IOO stations, 
at a cost in equipment of about $300,000 each. 


Watching Vs. Studying 


At Northwestern University, a professor of educa­ 
tion. who is also director of a psychoeducational clinic, 
has made his fourth annual report on television's 
influence on the habits of children. 
Parents and 
teachers are worried, Dr. Paul Witty asserts, about the 
increasing amount of time school children spend 
watching television. 
Watching time Is up. 
For elementary pupils it 
now averages 22 hours a week, as compared to an hour 
a week in 1950. High school students watch television 
17 hours a w eek, compared to 14 hours three years 
ago. Parents and teachers fear that excessive time 
watching TV will "influence reading and study habits 
adversely.” 
It all sounds as if parents had no control at all 
of their children’s habits. If elementary pupils among 
the 3,000 sampled in the Chicago area spend more than 
three hours a day watching television after school, 
and high school students more than two, the time 
left for reading or studies is, of course, bound to suffer. 
When radio came into general use. the same com ­ 
plaint was heard. With the radio on. especially if it 
was tuned down to music, children were able to con­ 
dition themselves to read and study, although their 
perception level was without doubt lowered 
But tele­ 
vision requires watching, as well as listening. It is 
Impossible for a .student to read or work examples 
while watching TV. 
The solution seems to lie in the parents’ control 
of their children through a rationing of television time 
according to some not inflexible schedule. As for pre­ 
senting more children’s programs at favorable evening 
hours, when watching is at Its peak, that presents an 
economic problem that was never .solved, at least to 
the satisfaction of child psychologists, on radio. 


Wanted: Big Show Hall 


In a few weeks Grand Central Palace. New York, 
will hold its last show, and thereafter it will cease to 
exist as such. It is to be converted into an office 
building for the federal government. 
That will leave M anhattan with no big show hall 
to house exhibitions. This had been foreseen, and 
New York was prepared to build a $20,000,000 coliseum 
to replace it as part of the development of the 
Columbus Circle area in connection with slum clear­ 
ance. This project is now held up by a taxpayer’s 
suit, and at the earliest the coliseum will be completed 
at the end of 1956. 
From the days of Castle Garden it seems almost 
unthinkable that New York should be for three long 
years without a show hall commensurate to its size. 
That is not the fault of the Triborough Bridge and 
Tunnel Authority, which will build the huge conven­ 
tion hall and has the money to buy the land when it 
gets clearance in the courts. It had been known that 
the coliseum could not be completed before the end 
of 1955, and two years of m akeshifts were contem ­ 
plated. 
It is estimated by the New York Convention and 
Visitors’ Bureau that the long delay will cost New York 
a t least $200,000,000 in trade. Eight shows booked for 
Grand Central Palace will utilize New York armories. 
Some will go to other cities. The immediate prospect 
Is bleak, but nobody can doubt that the greatest city 
In the world will again be the most popular of all 
convention cities.

Plan Was Predicted 


On August 17, this colum n gave 
the first indication that the likable, 
persistent Charlie Wilson was go­ 
ing to push ahead with his concen­ 
trated production plan, even though 
it put him in the position of favor­ 
ing his old com pany.
